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WHAT LIES BENEATH 


SCIENTISTS WARN OF 
UNSEEN DISASTER 
IN SPILL AFTERMATH

NEW ORLEANS Independent scientists and 
government officials say there’s a disaster 
we can’t see in the Gulf of Mexico’s mysteri- 
ous depths, the ruin of a world inhabited by 
enormous sperm whales and tiny, invisible 
plankton. 

Researchers have said they have found at 
least two massive underwater plumes of what 
appears to be oil, each hundreds of feet deep 
and stretching for miles. 

Yet the chief executive of BP PLC— which 
has for weeks downplayed everything from 
the amount of oil spewing into the Gulf to 
the environmental impact— said there is “no 
evidence” that huge amounts of oil are sus- 
pended undersea. 

BP CEO Tony Hayward said the oil natu- 
rally gravitates to the surface— and any oil 
below was just making its way up. 

However, researchers say the disaster in 
waters where light doesn’t shine through 
could ripple across the food chain. 

“Every fish and invertebrate contacting the 
oil is probably dying. I have no doubt about 
that,” said Prosanta Chakrabarty a Louisiana 
State University fish biologist. 

On the surface, a 24-hour camera fixed on 
the spewing, blown-out well and the images 
of dead, oil-soaked birds have been evidence 
of the calamity 

At least 20 million gallons of oil and pos- 
sibly 43 million gallons have spilled since the 
Deepwater Horizon drilling rig exploded and 



sank in April. 

That has far eclipsed the ii million gallons 
released during the Exxon Valdez spill off 
Alaska’s coast in 1989. 

But there is no camera to capture what 
happens in the rest of the vast Gulf, which 
sprawls across 600,000 square miles and 
reaches more than 14,000 feet at its deep- 
est point. 
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THE LARGEST SPILL 




The Gulf’s largest spill was in 1979, when 
the Ixtoc I platform off Mexico’s Yucatan 
peninsula blew up and released 140 mil- 
lion gallons of oil. But that was in relatively 
shallow waters-about 160 feet deep-and 
much of the oil stayed on the surface, 
where it broke down and became less toxic 
by the time it reached the Texas coast. 


Prosecutors want supermodel on stand in war crimes trial

THE HAGUE, Netherlands Eormer Liberian 
President Charles Taylor’s defense lawyers on 
Monday opposed a request by prosecutors at 
his war crimes trial to call supermodel Naomi 
Campbell as a witness, branding the move “a 
publicity stunt.” 

Taylor, once one of West Africa’s most pow- 
erful men, is charged with ii counts of mur- 
der, torture, rape, sexual slavery and the use of 
child soldiers and terrorism in his role backing 
rebels in Sierra Leone’s 1991-2002 civil war. 


Prosecutors earlier this month filed a mo- 
tion seeking to have Campbell subpoenaed to 
testify about claims Taylor gave her “blood dia- 
monds” at a reception in South Africa in 1997. 

Taylor’s lawyers said the evidence was “tan- 
gential to the real issues” against Taylor and 
said prosecutors were trying to introduce 
it too late in the trial— 15 months after they 
closed their case. 

“Eor the prosecution to present such infer- 
ential evidence at this advanced stage, as part 
of an obvious publicity stunt, would bring 


the administration of justice into serious 
disrepute,” Taylor’s British lawyer Courtenay 
Griffiths wrote to judges. 

According to the prosecution motion seek- 
ing a subpoena, Campbell told prosecutors 
through her lawyer she does not want to get 
involved and is concerned for her safety 

Prosecutors want Campbell to testify about 
Taylor’s alleged gift of diamonds along with 
actress Mia Earrow and another witness, Car- 
ole White, who both were at the reception in 
South Africa.

CTA flipping script 
on bus boarding 

Chicago Card users no longer will have 
to squeeze past other riders to pay their 
fare. Starting Tuesday some Chicago 
Card carriers will be able to tap their 
cards at the fare box at the front of the 
bus instead of to the left of the front 
door. 

The CTA on Monday evening was 
to begin relocating Chicago Card 
readers on buses that serve 26 routes, 

CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor 
said. Most of these routes stop at Blue 
Line stations, including 10 that service 
the Jefferson Park Blue Line stop. All 
buses eventually will see the card reader 
change by the end of the summer, the 
CTA said. 

Moving the card readers will stream- 
line boarding procedures, the CTA said. 

Some bus drivers told Going Public 
they have difficulty ensuring Chicago 
Card users pay their fares because they’re focused on keeping track 
of payments at the front fare box. Also, the Chicago Card reader has 
been more difficult to reach on some buses since this year’s service 
cuts have created more crowds near the front of the bus. 

CTA riders seem to welcome news of the relocation of the card 
readers. 

“I think it will speed up the boarding process. I find that many of 
the people who pay with cash or use the paper fare cards partially 
block the ‘express lane’ or give you a dirty look when you slide by and 
pay with the Chicago Card,” Mike Quinn, 32, of Jefferson Park, said in 
a comment posted on redeyechicago.com/goingpublic. 

Chicago Card readers have been to the left of the bus door since 
2005. The CTA said it will affix a decal to that location to inform rid- 
ers about the change. 

“I think moving it makes sense,” Will Rogers, 27, of the Gold Coast, 
said in a comment posted on redeyechicago.com/goingpublic. “It 

will be easier to pay when the bus is full.”

Threat of thunderstorms in 
open field cancels Obama’s 
Memorial Day address

President Obama’s Memorial Day address at 
Abraham Lincoln National Cemetery in El- 
wood was just getting started Monday when 
lightning and heavy, gusting rains forced the 
cancellation of the proceedings. 

The president, umbrella in hand, encour- 
aged spectators to get to a safe place to ride 
out the storm and said he would hold off the 
ceremony because he didn’t want anyone to 
get hurt. 

“Excuse me, everybody listen up,” he said 
before the event was officially called off “We 
are a little bit concerned about lightning. This 
may not be safe. I know that all of you are here 
to commemorate the fallen. ... What we’d like 
to do is if possible have people move back to 
their cars and if this passes in the next 15 to

20 minutes. I’ll stick around.” 

He said he hoped the ceremony could re- 
sume later, “but we don’t want to endanger 


anyone, particularly the children, in the au- 
dience. A little bit of rain doesn’t hurt any- 
body, but we don’t want anybody struck by 
lightning.” 

After a delay of about 30 minutes, the event 
was officially canceled. 

U.S. Army Sgt. ist Class Matthew Burleson, 
who was sitting to Obama’s left under a tent 
with other dignitaries, said the president per- 
sonally decided to call off the event after he 
saw lightning nearby and heard a loud clap of 
thunder. 

Burleson said Obama turned around and 
told his aides that he was worried about thou- 
sands of people being in an open field during 
a storm. 

“He was the one who called it,” Burleson, a 
Waukegan firefighter, said. “He was just really

Chef wants to get 
city on food wagon

Barring any last-minute delays, Matt Maroni will 
open a tiny sandwich shop in Edgewater this 
week. He’s calling it “gaztro-wagon.” 

The 13 -seat shop is made of bricks and not 
at all mobile. But if Maroni gets his way, gaztro- 
wagon will serve as a launching pad for a revolu- 
tion in Chicago dining. 

In the past couple of years, a gourmet food 
truck— essentially mobile kitchens— craze has 
swept cities from L.A. and Austin, Texas, to New 
York and Minneapolis. 

But while Chicago is home to some of the na- 
tion’s most innovative restaurants, its food truck 
scene largely has been left in the dust. Only “pre- 
prepared and packaged foods”— like the kind 
sold from silver lunch wagons— can be offered 
on the street, not the freshly made delicacies fu- 
eling the trend. 

Determined to change that, Maroni has draft-

ed a city ordinance that Aid. Scott Waguespack 
(32nd) plans to introduce in the City Council this 
month. 

Maroni knows he may be next in a long line of 
petitioners who have tried and failed to change 
Chicago’s mobile food laws. But the 31-year-old 
Texan thinks he may have the best shot yet. 

Maroni synthesized research into a “model 
ordinance” for Chicago that he shared with 
Waguespack in March. Nearly 30 pages long, it 
argues that food trucks could bring jobs and rev- 
enue while adding a new dimension to the city’s 
dining scene. 


Giannoulias, 
Kirk trade 
barbs over 
resumes

The issue of character came to 
the forefront on Memorial Day 
in the U.S. Senate race as Demo- 
crat Alexi Giannoulias accused 
Republican Mark Kirk of embel- 
lishing his military record and be- 
ing a typical Washington insider. 

Giannoulias then found him- 
self defending his own lack of 
military service and previous 
loans from his family bank to 
people with ties to organized 
crime. 

The back-and-forth unfolded 
as both candidates appeared at an 
Arlington Heights holiday parade 
honoring military veterans. 

Kirk, a five-term Republican 
congressman and Navy reservist, 
found himself in the rare position 
of playing defense, acknowledg- 
ing that he was wrong in touting 
himself as having been named in- 
telligence officer of the year more 
than a decade ago. Instead, Kirk 
led a unit in Aviano, Italy which 
won an award. 

Giannoulias’ campaign worked 
with a Washington Post reporter 
on the award discrepancy 

“I think that he’s got an hon- 
orable record,” said Giannoulias, 
the one-term state treasurer. “I 
don’t know why he feels the need 
to embellish the record and not 
tell the truth.” 

Kirk contended that Giannou- 
lias had mounted a broader and 
unfair attack on the congress- 
man’s service as a military vet- 
eran. 

“It’s one thing to say we mis- 
identified the award ... it’s an- 
other thing to denigrate 21 years 
of service in the Navy Reserve,” 
Kirk said. 


12 people shot, 3 dead

Botched 

JERUSALEM Israeli naval commandos 
stormed a flotilla of ships carrying aid 
and hundreds of pro-Palestinian activists 
to the blockaded Gaza Strip on Monday 
killing nine passengers in a botched raid 
that provoked international outrage and a 
diplomatic crisis. 

Dozens of activists and six Israeli sol- 
diers were wounded in the bloody predawn 
confrontation in international waters. The 
violent takeover dealt yet another blow to 
Israel’s international image, already tar- 
nished by war crimes accusations in Gaza 
and its 3-year-old blockade of the impover- 
ished Palestinian territory 

Prime Minister Benjamin Netanhayu 
canceled a much-anticipated meeting 
with President Obama in Washington on 
Tuesday in a sign of just how gravely Israel 
viewed the uproar. In Canada, Netanyahu 
announced he was rushing home but said

he had called the American president and 
agreed to meet again. 

The activists were headed to Gaza to 
draw attention to the blockade, which 
Israel and Egypt imposed after the mili- 
tant Hamas group seized the territory of 
1.5 million Palestinians in 2007. 

There were conflicting accounts of what 
happened early Monday, with activists 
claiming the Israelis opened Are without 
provocation and Israel insisting its forces 
fired in self-defense. 


Speaking alongside the Canadian prime 
minister, Netanyahu expressed “regret” for 
the loss of life but said the soldiers had no 
choice. “Our soldiers had to defend them- 
selves, defend their lives, or they would 
have been killed,” he said. 

Israel said it opened fire after its com- 
mandos were attacked by knives, clubs and 
live fire from two pistols wrested from sol- 
diers after they rappelled from a helicopter 
at about 4 a.m. to board one of the vessels. 

Late Monday it released a grainy black- 
and-white video that it said supported its 
version of events, with activists swarming 
around commandos after they descended 
from a helicopter by rope onto the lead 
boat, the Turkish-flagged Mavi Marmara, 
carrying 600 people. Activists scuffled 
with the commandos and are seen throw- 
ing an object the military identified as a 
firebomb. 




Official: World Cup not 
under terror threat 

□ The World Cup faces no terror 
threat at the moment, according 
to South Africa’s police minister, who 
dismissed speculation Monday, less than 
two weeks before the tournament opens 
about plots by groups ranging from 
al-Qaida to homegrown white militants. 

Flight diverted from U.S. 

□ An Aeromexico flight from Paris 
to Mexico City was diverted to 
Montreal on Sunday when the U.S. denied 
the flight access to its airspace after a 
man named in an outstanding warrant 
was reported aboard, an official said. 

Hiker shoots bear 

□ A hiker shot and killed a grizzly 
bear with his handgun Friday in 
Alaska’s Denali National Park, officials 
said. The man fired nine rounds from his 
.45-caliber, semiautomatic pistol at the 
animal, which then stopped and 
walked into the brush. 


Chopper landing 
injures protesters 

□ A U.S. Marine Corps aircraft’s 
powerful propellers 
whipped up a wind that sent 
branches hurling off a tree and 
into a crowd of about 
150 people watching a Memorial 
Day demonstration in a park, 
leaving 10 people with cuts and 
other minor injuries. 


□ Turkish women cry as 
they pray for Pales- 
tinians during a protest 
against Israel in Ankara, 
Turkey, on Monday. Up to 
nine activists were killed 
before dawn Monday when 
Israeli navy commandos 
stormed a Gaza-bound 
aid flotilla. Turkey, once 
Israel’s main regional ally, 
recalled its envoy from Tel 
Aviv, scrapped three joint 
military drills and called an 
emergency meeting at the 
UN Security Council after 
the assault on the flotilla, 
which included three ves- 
sels from Turkey.

As May ended, TV view- 
ers saw the last of “Lost,” a 
Chicago-area American Idol 
crowned and most of their 
favorite shows taking a long 
summer break.
